A 
detail of Coast Artillerymen and the 
famous Seventh Artillery Band have 
been detached from the Fort and or- 
dered [o .tho South, so that there will 
be but a very few men on duty here, 
The loss, of the Band U a matter of 
great regret to the citizens of New- 
port as well as to tho Army repre- 
sentatives here. There la a disposition 
in somo quarters to blamo the remov- 
al of the Band upon the Municipal 
Band, which Is- manifestly .unfair, If 
this district was of sufficient Import- 
ance numerically, the band would un- 
doubtedly bo retained here, regard- 
less of local conditions. 


The attempt to blame the Munici- 


pal band for .the loss of tho Army 
band rests upon tho insistence of the 
local organization that the City ap- 
propriation for band concerts should 
be paid to a .Newport Institution. 
After the Park Commission hnd voted 
to engage the Fqrt band for one-half 
the number of concerts, n protest 
was made nt Washington against al- 
lowing a Government Band to come 
Into competition with a civilian band. 
In accordance with Government reg- 
ulations this protest was sufficient to 
prevent the Fort band taking any of 
the work.

GARDEN TOOL RACKS. 


The rack In rig, 1 was designed for 


Elx of an amateur gardener's essential 
tools—spade, fork, hoe, rake, trimmer, 
ar.d trowel. 
There Is room for one 


or two additional tools, ami, of course, 
the rack may be extended as much as 
you want. ^Flg. 2 shows the start of 
the framework. 
Cut uprights A out 


of 2 by 2 Inch stuff, shoe blocks D out 
of 2 by 4 Inch stuff, connecting strip 
C out of a ) by 4 Inch board, by Ihe 
Ichglhs Indicated In Fig. 2, and null 
them together, oj shown.- Then make 
up ihe Tranles shown iu Figs. 3 and 4, 
cutting side pieces D and F out of 1 
by 4 hich Boards, of the lengths shojvnj 
and' dlvlslcm blocVs B 2 Inches long 
by 4 Inches wide; assemble Ihc pieces 
In Ihe manner shown, spacing the divi- 
sion blocks 2 Inches apart.

corn. 
Kveri when 25 pounds of green 


corn Is fed nne; hour, before milking 
the.mllk Is only slightly tainted, prob- 
ably not to a-infticleril extent to b 
detected by the average consumer; i 
fed after milking nothing undeslrabl 
Is rintfte«ble. Feeding 30 pounds o 
green alfalfa one hour before<milk- 
Jntr. or as Illtle aa IB pounds. pro~- 
duced objecllonable flavors and odors. 
Increasing the time to three hours re- 
duced the Intensity but did not elimi- 
nate Ihe mints. However, when the 
time before milking was Increased to 
five hours the off flavors and odors 
were practically .eliminated. 
It was 


found also thai 30 pounds could be fed 
Immediately after milking without any 
had effects. ' The conclusion Is that 
green alfalfa as a soiling crop should 
be fed Immediately after milking, and 
that when It Is used as pasture the 
cattle should be taken onT four or five 
iiours before milking.

help to remove slight

flavors. Green corn, nt least np to 
25 pounds at n feed, may he fed at 
any time.

Feeding IB pounds of turnips an hour 
before1 milking produced taints, and In- 
creasing the quantity.fed to 30 pounds 
greatly Intensified thejfn. 'liy feeding 
even the maximum quantity Just after 
.milking practically all the objection- 
able flavors and odors were avoided. 
As In the case of alfalfa, slight oft 
flavors and odors were removed and 
strong ones reduced by aeration.

to Production of Eggs 


TjiqJ rations for laytnz hens should 


contain approximately is per cent of. 
meat scrap for efficient egg produc- 
tion is brought out by tests at the 
Ohio experiment station. 


This amount of meat scrap has de- 


creased tlie cost of feed more than ZO 
per cent and Increased the egg pro- 
duction more than 50 per cent as com- 
pared with a ration containing only 2 
per cent of meat scrap. This wa» 
true of both the heavy and light 
breeds of'poultry. 


A ration In which the grain mix- 


ture was made up of three parts com, 
one part wheat and the dry mash mix- 
ture of two parts, by weight, ground 
corn, one port bran and two parts meat 
scrap, bus proved satisfactory. 
Tbe 


fowls consumed twice &3 much grain 
as mash. 


Important Ducks Should

In feeding ducks, a good many folks 


overlook the fact.that they have no 
crops like oilier doineslie fowls. The 
food passes from the throat .Into a 
roomy duct-which opens directly into 
the gizzard, and for this reason ducts 
should Imve mostly soft food.

Finding that the Holds in which they 


desired to plant legumes had add soil, 
some 43,000 farmers In 1922 followed 
the recommendation of their county 
agent to apply lime on these fields. 
They used for this purpose, according 
to reports to the United States De- 
partment of AirrlcnHure, about 027,000 
tons nf lime or limestone.
